Claims 1-12 have been canceled, 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his inventbn. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 17 recites, "wherein said photon blocking layer a-SiGe. This claim is non- 
grammatical as it lacks any verb. The meaning of the term a-SiGe Is understood, but 
the claim must include a veriD. 

Response to Arguments 

The Applicant argues that Ignaut teaches away form the invention because a 
light shield is located over the passivation layer that is over an active portion of the 
substrate, rather than between "transistors" and interconnects. This is found persuasive 
as the prior art does not teach the use of a photon blocking layer between the active 
substrate and the interconnects.
